A cable from Rome says that a num- 
ber of famous paintings belonging to

\n Associated t’ress cable from Ber- 
iin biings the following remarkable 
. portrait by Rembrandt has 
been discovered by Professor Hauser, 
director of the Royal Gallery here. The 
Rembandt, which is a picture of a plain 
young man staring out from the can- 
vas in an idiot-like fashion, was found 
underneath a portrait of a handsome 
young man by an unknown artist.
